Gerden Study Club 
Care Of House Plants 

Soap and water work won- 
ders with dust-clogged leaf 
pores of house plants. So many 
homemakers wail that they do 
not have a green thumb, and 
their house plants do not thrive. 

After examining so many of 


them, it is discovered that the 
dust and dirt are so thick on 
their leaves, that no air can 
penetrate. 

Tt does no damage to house 
plants to spray them lightly 
with tepid water once each 
week, even African violets, 
Gloxinias, etc., if they are kept 
out of direct sunlight until dry. 
In the wintertime, however, it 
is best to do this chore early 
in the day so plenty of time will 
be available for the plants to 
dry before the cool evening air
